That it was not concluded by the Aid of the Holy Ghoſt, but 
diſordered and difmembred by the ſubrilte=Inſtigation of the 
Spirit of Antichriſt ; to do- diſpite to the Holy Ghoſt ; - to a- 
brogate the Honour of our - Saviour; aboliſh the Solemniryof the 
peculiar Chriſtian Worſhiph, rg ſtifle even the true Notion of it;
